Committee Shows no Lax 
Business Methods 


Agreement between George Hoad- 
ley, the Conservative member for 
xotoks, and Hon, ©. R. Mitchell, the 
provincial treasurer, that it was the 
difficulty of financing the loan, on 
account of the depression of the 
mowey market, that prevented the 
telephone department carrying out 
the program it contemplated for 19138, 
and consequently left a large quan- 
tity of poles on hand, was the net re- 
sult of yesterday's investigation of 
the affairs of iis branch of the pub- 
lic service by members of the opposi- 
tion at the session of the publie ace 
counts committee. ‘T. M, Tweedie had 
vacated his post as examiner-in-chief 
in favor of A. &. Ewing, and the jun- 
tor meniber for Edmonton devoted h 
rttention particularly to the purchase 
of poles durine the year and the pro- 
gress on construction in that period, 

Except for the opposition there was 
little of interest in thé proceedings, 
the examination of W. J, llarmer, the 
deputy mioister, did not disclose that 
there we any lax business methods 
in the department, 

An examination of one of the cor- 

responding files helped to add a little 
variety. 
“The Conservatives are telling us 
they will be shipped after the elec- 
tion,’ wro an inspector in reterence 
to two car ds of poles forwarded to 
KMdgerton, and he requested instruc. 
tions as to when unloading was to be- 
gin.

Vinancial Depression, 

Mr. Mitchell explained to the com- 
mittee, in reiation to what Mr, Har- 
mer had stated with reference to the 
cutting down of the program in 113, 
that the debentures for telephone 
construction, had not been sold until 
November of that year, Their finan- 
clal resources during the whole of 
1913 were much more limited than 
they had anticipated, ‘owing to the 
depression of the money market, 

The chairman, F. H. Whiteside, 
Coronation, remarked that the min- 
ister’s statement correborated the evie 
dence of the witness. 

Mr. Hoadiey: “In explanation you 
might say that we dealt with matters 
that year im, regard to which we found 
that the money had been spent before 
it was received.” 

Mr. Mitchell: “We made some con- 
tracts for poles, because if we did not 
get them out in the winter we would 
lose the summer's work, It therefore 
became necessary to take a chance 
and order the poles in advance before 
the loan was negotiated rather” than 
lose the whole of the season's work,” 

Mr. Hoadley: “Quite so; there's no 
dispute on that” 

Mr, Miteheil; “Paying for the poles 
was omly a small matter compared 
with the construction which was held 
up because we had not the money.”
